Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed because the recited combination of elements of a retractable 
safety syringe including a syringe barrel, needle mount having an outer hub, inner hub with a 
fluid passage, and spring clamps formed in a lower end of the fluid passage and extending in an 
inclined direction towards a upper end of the fluid passage, a plunger rod has a tip end clamped 
by the spring clamps to retract a needle and the needle mount where fluid flows over gaps 
between spring clamps on its way to the needle is not found nor fairly taught in the prior art of 
record. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 


Conclusion
